Liformation was recently received from our New York Office indicating 
that thei'e had been some surreptitious entries by Bureau personnel in 1972 and 
1973. This information was not previously known to the Bureau. The Depart- 
ment was appropriately informed, and Mr. William L. Gardner, Departmental 
Attorney, proceeded to New York during the last week in April and reviewed 
some of the pertinent material. The Bureau, at the request of the Department, 
held in abeyance any Inquiry of our own pending completion of the Department's. 
They did agree that following their review of the material, they interposed 
no objection to a similar review by the Bureau. The Department, through 
Mr. Gardner, did convey the specific request, however, that no interviews 
be conducted by tlie FBI in connection with our review of this material. 

Upon the instructions of Deputy Associate Director J. B. Adams, 
with tlie concurrence of the Director, I proceeded to New York on Tuesday, 
5/4/76, accompanied by tispectors C. E. Price and J. E. Otto.
